WIIElU':.AS, Section 26102, Government Code of Guam,

WHEREAS, said Section 26102, Government Code of Guam, 

authm.>izes the promulgation of such rules and regulations by

is amended as indicated herein. 

Dated at Agana, Guam, this 



AMENDMENT NUMBER 1 

TO 

RUI"Ji:S AND REGUlATIONS 

OF THE 

COCKPIT LICENSE BOARD 

1. Subparagraph 2.0. of paragraph B. of Executive 

Ordex· No. 19··59, Rules and Regulations of the Cockpit License 

Board., is hereby amended to read as follows: 

"2,0, Licenses; Eligibility of Bidders; 

Persons and Corporations. 

(a) No person is eligible to bid for 

a cockpit license, or to be awarded 

or issued any such license Ol' renewal 

thereof, who: 

(1) Is not a citizen of the 

United States; 

(2) Has not reached the age of 

twenty-·one (21) years;

(3) HRs been con.vl.cted of a felony 

or any crime involving moral 

turpitude; or 

(4) uas previously been issued a 

cockpit license which license 

has been revoked for violation 

of the laws of Guam or rules 

and regulations of the Board, 

(b) No corporation is eligible to bid for 

a cockpit license, or to be awarded or issued 

any such license or a renewal thereof, which: 
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(1) Is not a corporation duly 

organized and e':isting under 

the laws of the territory of 

Guam; 

(2) Has directors, officers, agents 

or employees, any of whom have 

been convicted of a felony or 

any crime involving moral 

turpitude; or 

(3) Has previously been issued a 

cocl>pit license which license 

has been revoked for violation 

of the laws of Guam or rules 

and regulations of the Board, 

(c) As used herein, the terms 'bidder' and 

''licensee·' include a corporation when the context 

so requiresoH 

Order No. 19·-59, Rules and Regulations of the Cockpit Licenst� 

Board, is hereby amended to read as follows: 

"2,2, Real Parties in Interest, All bids 

for licenses shall be submitted by, and all licenses, 

including renewals thereof, shall b e  issued to, the 

real party or parties in interest. Whenever the 

term bidder or licensee is used in these rules and 

regulations, it shall also apply to each member of 

a partnership, group, syndicate, or other association 

of indi victuals, except a corpora t:i.on, that may be a 

bidder or licensee with l'ega�·d to qualifieations, 

requh·en10nts and obligations."

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3. Subpal'Ugraph 2,3, of Paragraph B. of Executive 

Order No, 19-59, Rules and Regulations of the Cockpit L:Lcense 

Board, :Ls hereby amended to read as follows: 

"2.3, Bid n.equirements, Each bid shall be 

submitted in a sealed envelope, using either the 

'prescribed Bid Form attached hereto as Appendix No, 21 

for individuals, or the prescribed Bid Form attached 

hereto as Appendix No, 2A for corporations, and shall 

be accompanied by the following, which shall be sub-

mitted separately: 

(a) A deposit of $10,00, in cash or 

certified ched:, which shall not be 

l'eturned if the bidder is not awarded 

the license; 

(b) A deposit of $490,00, in cash or certi-

fied checl;:, which amount with the 

deposit under (a) hereof constitutes 

·the min1mum bid which can be 1·ecei ved, 

which shall be applied to the amount 

of the bid if the bidder is awarded 

the license, and which shall be retu:cned 

if the bidder is not awarded the license; 

(c) A bid bond in the sum of $500,00, using 

the form attached hereto as Appendix 3, 

guaranteeing payment of the amount of 

the bid with:Ln five days after award of 

a license; or, in lieu of such bond a 

deposit of $500,00, in cash or certified 

chec!l:;

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(d) Sat:LsfactoJ:y proof of Unitc-J(l States 

citt�o�enship of the individual bidder 

or satisfactory proof of duo incorpora­

tion undor the laws ·of the territory 

of Guam of the corporate bidder; 

(e) A sworn Statement of Eligibility, 

using tho form attached hereto as 

Appendix 4 for an individual bidder, 

or the form attached hereto as Appendix 

4A for a corporate bidder." 

4. Subparagx·aph 2,16. of Paragraph B. of Executive 

Order No. 19-59, Rules and'Regulations of the Cocl�:pit License. 

Board, is hereby amended to road !l,s follows: 

"2.16. TransfeJ." of Licenses. JJicenses may 

be transferred, either in whole or in part, and 

whether absolutely or otherwise, only after prior 

approval by the Board and only to persons who o:e 

corpoxation.s '\Vllich a�·e aligible to bid. f01.' aud be 

issued a license. All transfers must be registered 

with the Board. No transfer shall be of any force 

and ef:Cect until compliance with this section. In 

the event of the death of a licensee, his executor 

or administrator 1 if othervdse autho�·ized according 

to the Probate Code, may continue operation until 

the termination of the license, but no renewal will 

be granted. In the event of the dissolution or 

other tel'mination of existence of a corporate licensee, 

the license shall terminate." 

5. Subpa1•agraph 2.22, of Paragraph B. o:e Executive 

Order No. 19-59, Rules and Regulations of the Cockpit License 

Board, is hereby amended to read as follows: 
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"2. 22. 'faxes. All licensees must keep 

current in the payment of all taxes due tho Government 

of Guam arising out of tho operation of cockpits, No 

license will be issued to any person Ol' co1·poration 

delinquent in any such taxes, No renewal of a 

'license will be granted to any licensee delinquent 

in any such taxes." 

6, A new Appendix 2A is hereby added to Executive 

Order No, 19-59, Rules and Regulations of the Cockpit License 

Board, to read as follows:
